The Murderer of Gouffe Pays the Pen-
alty for His Crime Upon
the Paris Guillotine,

HE REMAINS COGL TO THE LAST.

There Were Only Tweniy-Nine Seconds
From the Times He Left Prison
Until the Knife Fell.

THE LAST MESSAGE T0 HIS PAMILY,

1= Acecrdsnes With Bix Wish the Body Not Given Tp to
Docters far Disscotion,

'BY DUNLAP'S CABLE COMPANT.]

Paris, Feb., 3.—Michael Eyraud, the
murderer of Gouffe, paid the penalty of his
erime this morning at about T o'clack ie the
Place De La Roguette. The news of the ap-
proach of the exeention had been kept a
seeret from evervbody except the police and
the journalists, to whom npotice was given
last night at sbout 11 o'clock, while the
police de sure had been notified at & o'clock
in the afternoon to hold themselves in readi-
ness,

Owing to the great secrecy observed, there
were only a few members of the public at
La Boguette, and the consequent scandals
of former executions, the presence of crowds
pussing the night atthe scene of the execu-
tion were not repeated. The street was
barred at both extremities by a cordon of
police, and Gardes Republicaines who were
mounted, Oaly 100 people who were
furnished with tickets were allowed to pene-
trate the barriere,

FPreparing for the Execution.

In epite of the great cold and fog which
prevailed at 4 o'clock this morning, nearly
& hundred of those who were privileged to
be present had taken up their positions sur-
rounding the square wooden halustrade whioh
marked the site of the puilictine, AtSo'clock
w2 convevances appearad on the sdene. These
contained the various parts of the Instrument
of death, One was larger than the otber, but
they both resembled 1he traveling caravans of
¢trolling jugglers. From one was taken the
large zinc basket which was shortly to recelve
the headless body of the murderer, Regard-
ing this, a reporter heard a policeman remark
to a colleirue, “When Evraud catches sizht of
that he will fancy it is the tiuok in which he
stowed away Goulle's body.”

At this moment a fGacre, No. 8568 drove up
bringing the Abbs Faure, the chaplain of La
Haquette, who quickly disappearéd inside the
walls of the prisen. The coachman was drunk,
und without loss of time he began negotiations
for the rool of his cab to these spectators who
were not already sofficiently well stationed,
He nsked § sous for each place, and apparently
got what he wantsd, Somemoments later nine
l{ﬁ\;.‘;r were perched on the top of the vehicle,

‘he pobite endured, without too great a show
of impaticnce, the long bours of expoctation.
There was ne shouting, singing or squabbling,
and the rowdy portion kept at a respeciful dis-
tance.

Testing the Working of the Guillotine,

At last the guillotine rose in its place under
the supervision of Lisbleér, who, with an um.
brelis tucked under his arm, had the appear.
nuce of a respectable Jandlord supervising some
work of an interesting nature on his property,
Then bis aessisianis tried the working of the
triangularshaped Knile several times in order
to see that it glided properiyv. The onlookers
tehied the fnstroment of death with almost
breathless interest as it swiltly went up and
dowd in the groove.

At 7 o'cliock there was perfect daylight.
Shortly afterward the getdarmes unsheatbed
their swords, the gates of La Roquette opened
and Evrang emerged Irom between them.

The collay of Lis ahirt was cut very low, and
be shudaered shgotiy under the chilling effect
of the shxrp morning air, The color of bis face
was yellow ratber than white. e took in the
surroundings &t & glance which had in it no
trace of fear. He walked or rather shuffied in
the direclon of the guillotine as fast as his
bonds allowed him. The Abbe Faure supporied
Lim on the lelt, and, at a distanceof two paces
from the guillotine, Eyraud paused. The chap-
lain believing that the supreme moment had
arvived. approached the condemned man for
the final exbrace, but Eyrand, with s signifi-
cant shrug of the shoulders, repelled bim, and,
in & vibrating voloe, cried, “Constans is an
assassin! He is much more an assassinthan 11"

The Knlfe Quickiy Falls.

At the very first words the executioner's as-
sistants bad posbed Eyrsud on the bascule, and
the luft words were pronounced just as the
kuife descendod. The execution was performed
with almost incredible raptdity, Your reporter
counted only 2V seconds trom the timewhen the
prison gates opencd W the moment
when the headiess corpsk was  hastily
thrust into the zinc basket, while the head
dropped into the wonden patl. The official re-
ium. wiich 1 the duty of ihe Commi-sioner of

*olice of the quarter Hoquette todrawapas s
process vorbal of everv execution, is as follows:

“Copy of the documents setting torth the de-
tail of Evraud's execution,

“We Haron, Commisstoner of Police, ad in-
terim, on this 3d of Felruary having received
an order to proceed 1o La Hoguetto for the car-
rying out of the execution of Michael Eyrana,
we repaired in the morning 1o the cell in which
the condenned man lay, accompanied by Mon-
sieur Beanquesne, the Director of the Prison:
Monsieur Louiche, Judge d'Instruction; Mon-
sicur Droch, the Grefier of tho Court of Ap-
peal;: Monsipur Goron, Uhief de Sarete, and the
Abbe Faure, the chaplain. Under the super.
wision of I[debler the guillotina bad been
erected. At 7 o'clock we repaired to cell Ne. 1.
cocupied by the condemned man,”

Reaay for the Execution.
Eyraud was fully dressed aud seated upon his

bed. As ordinarily the warders on duty are re-
lieved at 650 in the morning, the fallare to do
0 ou the present occasion was a notifieation to

the condemed that the dsy of execution bad at
lastarrived. Monsicur Heauquesne informed
Eyraud that theappeal for clemency bad been
rejected, and  added, ““Courage, Esraund,"
to which the latter repilied, “Bien §'en aurark™
He then undressed without assistance, and ex-
changed the prisen clothes for Lis former ag-
tire and a pair of white canvas shoes. The di-
rector of the prison inquired of Eyraud whether
he had any revelations to make. He replied in
the negauve.

Iibe Abbe then nsked M there was any mes-
sspe for bis wile snd daugliter, *“Cerainly 1
have, Bid them adien.  May they be happy.”
The Abbe then offered him some vrandy, which
he declined, saying it would make bhim flL
Bupporied by two gendarmes he was conductad
to ilie hall, where the toileite des condamnes
was soratinized by the bystanders. Esraud at
lengih broke the silence Ly addressing Mon-

sieur Beavquesne  He said: “May I ask that
my body shall pot be sent for dissecuon. Buat
if 1t i 0, where wiil it be sapt?™

The able assured bim that his body would be
Landed to bis fumily, and he thanked the
Abbe. Then with u finn countenance and ina

loud voice, Evraud exclaimed: *“Coostans s eg
raison. Ila gagee son affaire ot elle est jolic
celle la il decorara Gabrielle” Then tdring
to the warden, be said: “Yoo sre hurting my
fingers; don't clutch so tight!y.™ He then
thrust aside the abbewho again offered him
some brandy,
The Head and Trunk Buried.

The body was placed in aspecial van im-
meaintely afler the execution aud conveyed to
the Cemetery IVIvry, under an escort of four
pendarmes with drawn swords. The van with
i's esvort reached the cemetery at 820 It was
thers met by & van containing the repressnta-
tives of the facaliy of medicive, who demanded
the body of the criminsi for the purpose of
dissection secording to the customary practice,
but being notified by Monsieur (Goron that the
:.r:::i!: bid been clalmed by the family, they re-

Une of Deibler's nssistants then opened the
nasket, took out the body and the Lead, one
after the othor.
